New York, December 12.—Lawyer House, 
who was assigned to defend Barbara Aub, 
who was indicted for perjury in the trial 
of Langerman for criminal assault, had an 
interview with Miss Aub today. 

When Mr. House was seen afterwards, he 
said she made the following statement: 

“I have absolutely no recollection of hav- 
ing made any confession. The story I teld 
on the stand at the trial was the absolute 
truth. 

“I did not state that in the relations that 
existed between Langerman and myself no 
force was used. If I did so state it is un- 
true. 

“I have no reason for making such a 
Siatement because Mr. Langerman did use 
force.”’ 

The Princess Viroqua, who, with Miss 
Smedley, left Miss Aub when Mr. House 
did, said that Barbara Aub told her that 
she had no recollection of ever having been 
to Recorder Goff’s house or of having made 
a confession to him.

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VERSATILE MAN MISSING. 


Was Banker, Editor, Politician, Sa- 


loonist and Business Man. 

Baltimore, Md., December 12.—George W. 
Welzant, the leader of the Polish element 
of Baltimore and one of the best known 
men in the eastern section of the city, 
is reported missing and rumor has it that 
he left for good because of financial em- 
barrassments. 

Welzant was interested in many things. 
He was quite a democratic politician, con- 
ducted a saloon, was editor and proprie- 
tor of The Polonia, a Polish newspaper; 
president of the New Warsaw Land Com- 
pany, which has built up a town at Middle 
River; proprietor of a large cannery on the 
new town site; president of a large build- 
ing association; president of the board of 
trustees of Holy Rosary church, and in 
addition, conducted a banking and money 
changing business. His liabilities are 
roughly estimated at $30,000. It is believed 
that he lost his money in his many vent- 
ures. A warrant is said to be out for him 
for converting to his own use moneys be- 
longing to others, as banker, Welzant is 
said to have received sums aggregating 
a large amount. He was also engaged in 
the transmission of money for his. pa- 
trons to their relatives in Poland, but it 
is rumored that several large sums which 
he was given to send to Poland have not 
yet reached their destination Welzant 
disappeared about two weeks ago, saying 
was going to New York to sell his 
newspaper property.

Chance at Law. 

Richmond, Va., December 12.—The su- 
preme court of appeals today granted new 
trials in the cases of Pokey Barnes, Mary 
Abernathy and Solomon Marable, who were 
convicted of the murder of Mrs. Pollard in 
Lunenburg county.

Labor in Madison Square Garden a commu- 
nication was read from the Trade and La- 
bor Assembly of Chicago to the effect that 
the lack of harmony among the trades 
unions of Chicago was due to the interfer- 
ence of lawyers and others who sought to 
make capital and fat fees out of the labor 
movement, and requesting that the incom- 
ing executive council of the federation ap- 
point a committee to establish the labor 
movement in Chicago upon a sound basis. 
This was referred to a special committee. 

At the afternoon session this committee 
recommended that a committee, consisting 
of two members of the executive council 
of the federation, go to Chicago to investi- 
gate and settle the difficulties. 

A number of resolutions were referred to 
appropriate committees, among others one 
providing for a petition to congress in favor 
of the recognition of the belligerent rights 
of Cuba and another protesting against 
any legislation that will open the way to 
Sunday labor. 

A request from the care-takers of type- 
setting machines, calling themselves ‘‘type- 
setting engineers,” that they be given a 
separate charter gave rise to a lengthy dis- 
cussion. The request was referred back 
to the committee on organization.

ALEXANDER COLIIE BURIED IN 
NEW YORK YESTERDAY. 


Did a Thriving Trade in Contraband 
Articles During the Civil War. 
Was Once Very Rich. 


New York, December 12.—The Herald says 
this morning that two men were the only 
mourners at Woodlawn cemetery yester- 
day at the funeral services over the body of 
Alexander Collie, a man who a few years 
ago was known in every European capital. 

In the civil war he was a noted blockade 
runner and established quarters at Wil- 
mington, N. C. 

Under the guns of Fort Fisher this “‘block- 
ade king’’ carried on a thriving trade in 
the contraband articles of war and exported 
the cotton of the south. The house which 
he established at Wilmington was an abode 
of luxury and lavish hospitality. There the 
leaders of the southern confederacy met 
to take counsel together. 

Collie, who at one time could have drawn 
his check for millions of dollars, died on 
November 15th almost destitute, and his 
funeral expenses were paid by a son of an 
old friend. There is no name on the coffin 
plate, for he died under the assumed name 
of George McNeill.

NOMINATIONS BY POPULIST SENATORS

Washington, December 12.—The presi- 
dent has been heard from and he is ex- 
pected to arrive in Washington Saturday. 

Both houses of congress adjourned today 
until Monday, because they have nothing 
to do until the president returns and they 
get the Salisbury letter and Carlisle's re- 
port, 

They will probably receive both on Mon- 
day. 

Duping the latter part of the week Reed 
will announce his committees and the new 
republican senate committees will be elect- 
ed. When this is over congress will take 
a sixteen-days’ recess for the hol'days. 

Democrats Will Select Next. 

Now that the republicans have decided 
upen the time and place of their national 
convention, gossip has been transferred to 
the democratic convention. 

Ben Cable, of Illinois, is the first upon 
the field on missionary work. He is pull- 
ing for Chicago for the democratic conven- 
tion, and tncidentally launching a boom for 
William R. Morrison, who seems to be the 
only democratic candidate just now. Both 
Hill and Stevenson say they don’t want 
it and Whitney laughs at the mention of 
his name. 

Populist Senators Nominate. 

In naming the candidates for officers of 
the senate at their caucus last night the 
populist senators named the men they in- 
tend to nominate as their national ticket. 
They wll vote for Allen, of Nebraska, for 
president pro tem. of the senate, and. for 
Tom Watson, ‘of Georgia, as secretary. 
These men were named to start a boom for 
them for presidential and vice presidential 
candidates on the populist ticket next year. 
It is a good start for them and they may 
be their nominees. 

It has been agreed to by the republicans 
that the silver men shall control the finance 
committee, and it is probable that they 
will reorganize, as far as the consnittees 
are concerned, next week. 


Election of New Officers. 


The new officers of the senate will, how- 
ever, not be elected until after the holiday 
recess. 

The silver senators are in high feather 
that they control the senate and the finance 
committee both. 

Today I saw a number of silver senators 
from the south and west. They are agreed 
that it will be the duty of the new finance 
committee to report a silver bill to the 
senate at an early date and they are con- 
fident that it will pass that body. Tney 
have no idea that such a Dill could pass 
the house, but its passage by the senate 
would have a good effect upon the cause 
in the country.

FIRED YESTERDAY. 


Grow Also Touches Upon the Question 
of Finance—Suggests a Method 
To Equalize Gold and Silver. 


—- 


Washington, December 12.—The first gun 
in the tariff fight in the fifty-fourth con- 
gress was fired today in the house by the 
venerable ex-speaker, Grow, representa- 
tive at large from Pennsylvania. At his 
request the house went into committee of 
the whole on the state of the union and for 
nearly an hour he compared the working of 
the protective tariff as it existed from 13861 
to 1894, with the results achieved by the 
present law, asserting that the latter had 
not proved much of a success, He pro- 
posed instead of the retirement of the 
greenbacks in exchange for bonds, as rec- 
ommended by President Cleveland, that 
national banks be permitted to deposit them 
and the silver certificates as well, in ex- 
change for circulating notés, receiving $110 
for every $100 so deposited; the greenbacks 
and certificates when deposited to be can- 
celed. The gold reserve, he contended, 
would always prove a source of weakness 
whenever and as iong as the government 
Was compelled to borrow money to meet 
its expenditures. 

Severdl resolutions of inquiry of execu- 
tive departments were offered and passed. 

At 1:35 p. m. the house adjourned until 
Monday. 


WORK IN THE SENATE. 


A Number of Appointments Were Con- | 
firmed in Executive Session. 


Washington, December 12.—After a two 
hours’ session the senate adjourned until 
Monday next. Two bills to sécure the 
payment of the indebtedness of the Pacific 
railroads to the government were introduc- 
ed, one by Mr. Frye, almost identical with 
the one introduced by him last congress, 
and one by Mr, Thurston, republican, of 
Nebraska.

Senator Call’s Bill. 

Washington, December 12.~Among the 
bills introduced in the senate today was 
one by Senator Call providing that passen- 
ger transportation on railways. engaged in 
interstate commerce shall not exceed 1 cent 
per mile. It is made lawful: for railway 
companies to have separate’ cars for dif- 
ferent races, nationalities and kinds of peo- 
ple; sleeping car charges aré reduced to $1 
for each twenty-four hours of occupancy; 
freight charges are ordered .to. be reduced 
to an amount not exceeding that necessary 
to pay the interest—not exceeding 5 per 
cent—on the present value of the railroads 
engaged in interstate commerce, estimated 
upon the basis of the cost at which such 
railroads could be duplicated today: A 
fine of $10,000 for each violation 1s provided, 
half of which is to be paid to the informer, 
or by imfprisonment for not more than one 
year.

THURMAN IS DEAD! 


Th Qld Roman’ Breathed His Last 


Yesterday Afternoon. 


HIS NAME STOOD FOR HONESTY> 


For Many Years He Has Been in 
Feeble Health. 


HAS HAD HAPPINESS AND GREAT HONORS 


As Senator He Was the Party Leader. 
The Red Bandanna Campaign 
Is Now Historic.

Columbus, .O., December 12.—Ex-Senator 
Thurman died at his residence here at 1:30 
o’clock this afternoon of the general debil- 
ity of old age, ending in collapse. He had 
been dangerously ill only since yesterday 
morning. Since his fall about a month ago 
he had been apparently in his usual health, 
but to the experienced eye of his physi- 


He wis born November 13, 1813, in Lynch- 
burg, Va., his father being a minister of 
the Methodist churth and his mother the 
only daughter of Colonel Nathaniel Allen. 
His parents moved to Ohio when he was a 
boy, and with the Buckeye State he has 
since been identified. ‘ 

The story of his life as a young man may 
be briefly stated. He was admitted to the 
bar in Chillicothe in 1835 and for ten years 
thereafter fought his way to success. Then 
he took his first step in politics and enter- 
ed the twenty-ninth congress in 1845 as 
its youngest member. It was when his 
maternal uncle, Senator William Allen, 
retired that he was first called “The Old 
Roman.” The sobriquet had long been 
applied to Senator Allen, and it naturally 
fell upon Judge Thurman, whose career 
had been in many ways similar to that of 
the or‘ginal bearer of his title. In 1851 
he was elected to the supreme bench of the 
state of Ohio and served until] 1856. Dur- 
ing this time he wrote thoes five volumes 
of standard legal works which are to be 
found in the Oh‘o state reports. 

Tilt with Roscoe Conkling. 

Senator Roscoe Conkling was once ad- 
dressing the senate in an impassioned man- 
ner and seemed to direct his remarks to 
Senator Thurman. At length the latter got 
irritated. 

“Does the senator from New York,” he 
roared, “expect me to answer him every 
t'me he turns to me?’ 

For a moment Mr. Conkling hesitated, 
and everybody expected a terrible explo- 
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clan it was plain that his powers were rap-, 


idly failing, Until yesterday morning he 
was able to sit up the greater part of the 
time and at times showed keen interest in 
public affairs. On his eighty-second birth- 
day, November 13th, he was able to dic-

Yesterday morning he was sitting up in 
his library reading when he began to com- 
plain of feeling ill and shortly grew so 
much worse that Dr. Whittaker, his phy- 
sician, was called. He saw that it was the 
beginning of the end and so informed the 
family. In the afternoon Judge Thurman 
lost cons@lousness and never fully recover- 


ed it again. 

When Dr. Whitiaker called in the after- 
noon he found the patient apparently sink- 
ing and gave it as his opinion that he could 
not survive more than a few hours. Last 
night, however, he was better, but with 
the morning hours he began to sink, and 
when Dr. Whittaker called at 10 o’clock this 
morning he stated to Mr. Allen W. Thur- 
man that death was 2 question of but a few 
hours. Death came peacefully and painless- 
ly. It séemed that he passed from sleep into 
death, 

Those at the Bedside. 

At the bedside were Mrs. Governor Mc- 
Cormack, of New York, and Allen W. 
Thurman, and members of his family. His 
other child, Mary Thurman, is in Califor- 
nia. 

Outside of the immediate family it was 
not known that Judge Thurman was dan- 
gerously ill until the announcement of his 
death came like a shock. There were uni- 
versal expressions of sorrow, for Judge 
Thurman had been looked upon for years 
as the foremost citizen of Columbus, and 
soon the flags were at half-staff upon all 
the city and state buildings. 

Governor McKinley’s Proclamation. 

The following proclamation on the death 
of Allen G. Thurman was maide tonight by 
Governor McKinley: 

“Ohio has lost one of its noblest citizens. 
Allen G. Thurman died at 1 o’clock today, 
at his home in the city of Columbus, at the 
ripe age of eighty-two years. He was a 
statesman whose sturdy integrity and ex- 
alted abilities were recognized, not only in 
his own state, but in every part of the 
United States. As a judge of the supreme 
court of the state he was a learned and in- 
corruptible interpreter of the law. As 
United States senator he faithfully and 
with exceptional honor represented the state 
in the United States senate. He was a dis- 
tinguished party leader and stood in the 
front rank with the great men who were 
hig contemporaries, After being the recip- 
jent of many honors at the hands of his 
party and his countrymen, he retired to pri- 
vate life with the universal respect and es- 
teem of the citizens of the republic and 
the love of all who had the honor of know- 
ing him. His illustrious career is a con- 
spicuous example of the posstbilities of 
American citizenship, and is worthy the 
study of the youth of our state. The peo- 
ple of Ohio. regardless of party, will. be 
mourners at his bier. Out of respect to his 
memory, it is hereby ordered that the flag 
be displayed at half-mast over the state 
capitol until after the obsequies.”’ 


Something of His Career. 


The career of Allen Grauber Thurman 
was one of the most p'cturesque and at the 
same time honorable in recent American 
bistory. For more than half a century’ he 
was a power in the nation as well as the 
idol of a great political party. He attain- 


ed a high place tn his chosen profession, |

The usualy decorous senate broke into 
a stormyvof applause and the Thurman eye 
moistened a little. It is ever a pleasure 
to be complimented, but to be compli- 
mented as a lawyer by Roscoe Conkling— 
that was praise indeed. The two states- 
men were the best of*friends and greatly 
enjoyed each other’s society—when “off’’ 
duty. 

Nominated for Governor. 

In 1867 Judge Thurman was nominated 
by the democrats of Ohio for governor 
against the popular general and ex-con- 
gressman, Rutherford B. Hayes. The re- 
sult was simply astounding. The republi- 
can majority for some years previous had 
been over 40,000, yet after a superheated 
campaign the vote in an “off’’ year was 
much larger than ever before. General 


| Hayes’s majority was less than 3,000 and 


the legislature elected was democratic on 
joint ballot. 

His political career shows as many de- 
feats as successes. In 1868 he was elected 
senator and served two terms. His record 
in the senate was a most brilliant one. He 
was the leader of his party in that body 
and carried through many a long, uphill 
fight. 

Red Bandanna Campaign. 

Then in 1888 came the red bandanna cam- 
paign. Cleveland and Thurman were nom- 
inated at St. Louis amid great rejoicings 
by the democrats. The Old Roman was 
then old indeed, His opponents pictured 
him as a physical wreck just about ready 
to drop in the harness. But Thurman was 
not so decrepit as he appeared. Rheu- 
matism had long made his steps uncertain, 
but he was built of sterner stuff than they 
Knew. His faithful wife begged and pro- 
tested against his making the effort, but 
for once he would not listen to her advice. 

He himself thought at first that he 
would not survive the campaign, but his 
family doctor told him that it would do 
him good to stir around. And stir around 
he did. He traveled thousands of miles, 
made 103 speeches and came back to his 
home feeling ten years younger. The tick- 
et was defeated, but Thurman’s life was 
probably lenethened several years. 


Goes Out of Public Life. 


After that campaign and up to the time 
of the recent accident the Old Roman was 
out of public life for good. It is not to be 
understood, though, that his mental 
strength had become impaired. His physi- 
cal forces were too feeble to keep his body 
in the front of the fight, but his mind was 
as active as ever. He was like a great 
steamship whose hull has been shattered 
and weakened by storm and stress, but 
whose engines with their brightly glowing 
furnaces, are still able to drive her on 
through wind and wave as of old. 

Bayard Taylor might have made to Thur- 
man the reply he gave Baron von Hum- 
boldt. Taylor had called on the veteran, 
who said in his greeting: ‘Mr. Taylor, you 
have traveled many miles and seen many 
ruins. Now you behold another.” 

“Not a ruin,’’ Taylor replied, 
pyramid.’ 

He has rarely indulged in reminiscences, 
his conversation and thoughts being al- 
most always of the present. It has been 
his custom, however, to tell reporters who 
came to interview him that he was a help- 
less old fossil whose views were not worth 
pernting, but he slandered himself woe- 
ully.

A JEW TOSSED EGGS AT HIM 


“An Organ Would Not Have Missed 
Me,” He Said. 


HE HAD A VERY SLIM AUDIENCE 


But Very Few People Went To Hear 
Him, Though His Coming Has 
Caused a Sensation. 


New York, December 12—Rector Ahl- 
wardt, the anti-semite, spoke at Cooper 
Union this evening on “The Essence of the 
Modern Judaism.” Only a handful of peo- 
ple gathered to hear him. There were just 
about as many policemen in uniform in the 
hall as there were spectators. There were 
a few Jews present. 

Ahlwardt began by saying that the in- 
quiry to be made was into the question why 
the poor were becoming poorer and the rich 
richer. There was an interruption at this 
point and Ahlwardt asked that he be not 
interrupted. Continuing he said that he 
would draw the difference between the 
Aryan and Semitic races. 

“There is,’”’ said he “in every one of the 
Aryan race the love of labor. The Aryan 
races stand on the ground of labor, and 
while from this they are not free from all 
évil, yet at least the foundation is good.”’ 


Some One Threw Eggs. 

At this point there was an unexpected in- 
terruption. A young man directly in front 
of Ahlwardt rose in his seat and threw two 
missiles at him. They both missed, but 
as they struck the stage it was evident 
they were eggs. In a minute the place was 
in an uproar. A dozen policemen swooped 
down on the offender and he was hustled 
out. 

Ahlwardt said this exhibition was proba- 
bly as good as a lecture. It showed a 
characteristic of the Jew. 

“Had this been an Aryan,” he said, “at 
least he would not have missed.

Macon, Ga., December 12.—(Special.)—A 
Sorrible head-end collision occurred four 
Miles from here on the Southern railroad 
at 10 o’clock this morning that resulted in 
the death of two persons and the serious 
injury of several others.

The authorities here are very little dis- 
posed to talk about the acc‘dent. It is com- 
monly supposed that it was caused by a 
misunderstanding of orders. #ngineer 
Matthews and Fireman McElroy were bur- 
ted in the debris and their bodies were not 
rescued until late this afternoon. 

Assistance did not reach the scene of 
the collision until after 11 o’clock, when a 
wrecking train went up, taking Drs. Wil- 
liams and McHatton, the road's physicians. 
The injured were brought here for medical 
treatment at 2 o’clock. None of them are 
thought to be fatally injured. 

Both engines and magy of the box cars 
were entirely demolished by the fearful 
force with which the trains came together, 
and cars were piled high on top of each 
other. 

It is understood that the trains met on a 
curve, which prevented the engineers from 
seeing each other in time to avoid the col- 
lision. The trains were running at nearly 
full speed when they came together.

The Hiding Place of One of the Mur- 
derers—The Governor Renews 
the Reward—Rome News. 


Rome, Ga., December 12.—(Special.)— 
Governor Atkinson has renewed the ofter 
of a reward for the arrest of the murder- 
ers of Sheets and Sugarman. whose tragic 
taking off forms one of the darkest epi- 
sodes in the history of crime in Georgia. 

About two years ago Joseph Sugarman 
left Atlanta with his peddler’s pack on a 
trip through north Georgia. He came as 
far as Rome, where he remained a stort 
time, and then started -out through the 
country by the Kingston road. That was 
the last seen of him alive. 

His disappeerance caused a search to be 
made for his body, which was found in a 
dense wood in the eastern part of the 
county. He had been tied up to a tree and 
murdered and his body left in that posi- 
tion, but the hogs had mutWated the re 
mains. His pack had been rifled, showing 
that the object of the murder was rob- 


bery. 
A Double Tragedy. 

Shortly after the disappearance of Su- 
garman a young man by the name of 
Sheets pessed through Rome from sonrth 
Georgia and went out in the country i 
search of work, following the same route 
taken by Sugarman. 

While the searching party was scouring 
the wocds for Sugarman an old, abandon- 
ed well was explored, and in the bottom 
was found he body of Sheets. He had 
been killed and thrown into the well, pre- 
sumably after being robbed. 

The finding of the bodies of the mur- 
dered men created the wildest excitement. 
A Suspicious Disappearance. 
During the inquest a man living in fhat 
locality, by the name of Bishop, who was 
present, suddenly disappeared from the 

scene. 

This arovsed suspicion, and a posse at 
once went in pursuit of the supposed fugi- 
tive, but he had disappeared as complete- 
ly as if the earth had’ swallowed hinr up. 


Interest Revived. 

Recently the county officials have received 
notice of the supposed whereabouts of 
Bishop, and the governor being notified, 
has renewed the offer of $100 reward for 
the apprehension of the murderer. 

Sheriff McConnell thinks that they are on 
the track of the fugitive and that there is 
a strong chance for bringing him te justice.

Nicholson, the Murderer of Philip Duval, 
at Madison, Fla., 


CAPTURED NEAR VALDOSTA 


a ee 


Threats of Lynching Made by Duval’s 
Friends Caused the Murderer’s 
Removal for Safe Keeping. 


Valdosta, Ga., December 12,—(Special.)— 
Andrew Nicholson, the murderer of Philip 
Duval, at Madison, last week, was arrested 
late yesterday evening seventeen miles be- 
low here and turned over to the sheriff of 
this county last night at a late hour. 

The arrest was sensational, but nothing 
to compare with the crime which Nicholson 
is alleged to have comrnitted or the occur- 
rences which were billed for tonight in this 
city. 

A telegram was received here shortly 
after noon by an ex-deputy sheriff from a 
relative in the Florida town stating that a 
hundred men from that place would fall 
upon Valdosta tonight end visit swift pun- 
iskment upon the trembling wretch who 
was brought here last night. Parties from 
Madison stated that the feeling of excite- 
ment there was intense and that trouble 
would be sure to follow if the prisoner was 
kept here, Sheriff McRae telegraphed the 
governor of Florida that Nicholson had 
been arrested and was in the act of tele- 
graphing Governor Atkinson for authority 
to defend the prisoner with the military, 
when he received a message from the 
Florida exccutive stating that he would 
pay %200 for the safe delivery of the prison- 
er to the sheriff of Duval county, at Jack- 
sonville. 

The sheriff accordingly took this even- 
ing’s train and with a deputy carried Nich- 
olson to Jacksonville for safe keeping. 

Had this step not been taken there might 
have been some lively times in Valdosta 
tonight, as the people here were about as 
determined to’ protect the prisoner from 
mob violence as the people of Madison 
could have possibly been to lynch him: 

Nicholson was arrested by his’ brother- 
in-law and a man named Smith Hender- 
son, and it is said that the arrest was 
effected in order t6 scoop the rewards of- 
fered for him,~ They knew that Nichol- 
son would be caught sooner or later and 
they thought it better to deliver him them- 
selves and get the rewards, which, it is 
said, amount to from $550 to $1,200, the 
latter sum being claimed by ‘parties from 
Madison. It is known here that the re- 
ward amounts to $550. 

Nicholson was visited in a cell at the 
prison this morning. He denied vigorous- 
ly shooting Duval, and stated that he was 
on his way to supper when he heard the 
shots. His horse was frightened by them 
and he ran after the horse. He claims to 
have been scared into hiding out from 
the officers... He was very much afraid of 
criminating himself and asked the cor- 
respondent several times had he said any- 
thing in the interview that would criminate 
him. He finally stated that he was tired of 
lying out in the woods in the cold at 
night and that he gave himself up to his 
brother-in-law, not caring what they did 
with me. 

The tragic and sensational death of Phil 
Duval and the incidents that have follow- 
ed it have been a leading topic through 
this section for the past week.

The State’s Indebtedness May Call for a 
Constitutional Convention. 


REVENUES DQ NOT INCREASE 


Although Several Plans Have Been 
Tried To Make Them Do So. 
Weddings Next Week. 


Montgomery, Ala., December 12.—(Special.) 
There appears to be but little doubt but 
that Alabama must hold a constitutional 
convention. For several years the state 
has systematically spent more than its 
income, until now its floating indebtedness 
is something like $700,000, and increasing 
all the time. When the last legislature 
was in session the matter of a constitu- 
tional convention was discussed, but the 
assembly passed a new revenue law and 
slightly increased the tax rate and it 
was calculated that this would produce 
enough revenue to meet current expenses 
and’ gradually to reduce the amount of 
floating debt. 

In this the legislature was mistaken, 
however. The newly created county bonds 
of tax assessment have, perhaps, been 
of some value in equalizing taxes through- 
out their respective counties, but they have 
not increased the state’s revenue any. The 
state has no difficulty in borrowing all 
the money she needs, but it is evident the 
deficit must be checked, and this it is be- 
lieved can best be effected through a con- 
stitutional convention. 

“The people of Alabama pay taxes 
enough,” said an intelligent citizen, this 
morning, “‘but our state and county organ- 
ization needs reforming. Too large a 
proportion of our taxes go to enriching 
prohate judges and sheriffs and. court 
clerks. There are about_1,200. men in the 
state who makes theif support out of per- 
secutions-“and trifling and 
Charges against ignorant negroes 
others.’’ 

“I am disposed very much to favor 4@ 
plan, the suggestion of which is attribu- 
ted to Governor Oates. It is about this: 
To do away with probate judges and coun- 
ty courts, and judges and clerks, and di- 
vide the state into about twenty judicial 
circuits, each circuit to be presided over 
by a judge. In each county a probate 
clerk would be appointed, who should have 
charge of the records and the-~probating 
of the county, under the supervision of 
the circuit judge and clerk. These officers 
should all be on salary, and the judge 
and clerk should be appointed by the leg- 
islature. The number of justices of the 
peace and constables should be greatly 
reduced, and these officers also should be 
put on salaries.’’ 

“The saving that this would work to 
the state and to the people of the state 
would be astonishing. Alabama has sixty- 
six counties, and with twenty circuit judges 
would be about three counties to a circuit. 
The probate judges and the courthouse 
gangs have for fifteen years dominated the 
state, and have composed the ‘ring’ about 
which so much has been said and written. 
I think the best way we can get rid of it 
it is by means of a constitutional conven- 
tion. Such a convention could scarcely 
assemble in less than six months. The 
governor would have to call a_ special 
meeting of the legislature and have them 
pass a biN providing for the convention, 
and then a majority of the people of the 
state would have to vote in favor of it 
before it could assemble. It appears to me 
that the more prompt we act the better 
off we will be in every particular.”’

On the same evening at St. John’s Epis- 
copal church Mr. John Richard Wood, the 
distinguished young member of the legis- 
lature from- Macon county, will lead to 
the altar Miss May Cromelin,-a splendid 
young woman of this city, whose charms 
of person, mind and heart are Known and 
appreciated in Atlanta as well as by her 
thousands of friends in Alabama.

TO IMPEACH CONLEY 


Big Damage Suit Begun in the Court 
Yesterddy Morning. 


JOHN CONLEY WANTS DAMAGES 


Suing Several Citizens for Defamation 
of Character—Defendagts Will 
Endeavor To Impeach Him. 


What promises to be a sensational dam- 
age suit case was taken up in the Fulton 
superior court yesterday morning. Some 
lively evidence is on tap to be introduced 


as the case progresses. 

John N. Conley, of East Point, is suing 
several parties for heavy damages for de- 
famation of character. He is the plaintiff 
against six well-known citizens as defend- 
ants, the total amount being sued for is 
$45,000. 

The defendants are J. T. McConnell, 
formerly marshal of East Point, now jailer 
of Fulton county; §$. L. Holcombe, J. H. 
Franklin, S. Kendrick, S. S. Trimble and 
J. L. Key. The last five named men are 
being sued for $5,000 each; Mr. McConnell 
is sued for $20,000. 

The case grew out of the sensational 
Conley-Arnold damage suit case of two 
years ago. The defendants were witnesses 
in that case, and Mr. Conley now asks 
for damages for a defamed character, 
he alleging that the parties swore untrue 
things about him in the Arnold case. 

The substance of the case is that the de- 
fendents in the present case swore on the 
stand in the Arnold case that they would 
not believe Mr, Conley on oath. The lat- 
ter gentleman alleges that he is a truth- 
ful man and claims that he is entitled 
to recompense for the alleged defamatory 
evidence of the. defendants. 

The case was called before Judge Lump- 
kin. The jury was not selected; the court 
adjourning until this morning. The jury 
will be secured this morning and the case 
promises to occupy considerable time in 
the court. 

Will Try To Impeach Conley. 

Mr. Conley’s character will be put in is- 
sue and an effort will be made to im- 
peach him. A large number of witnesses 
have been summoned. Mr. Conley will of- 
fer many witnesses to testify to his good 
character and reputation for truthfulness, 
and the case will doubtless prove one of un- 
usual interest. 

Arnold & Arnold represent the defend- 
ants, and associated with them is Mr. J. 
L.. Key, one of the defendants. Manning 
& Hodgson will appear for Mr. Conley. 

In the Criminal Branch. 

The Fulton superior criminal court is at 
a standstill. No business is being trans- 
acted, and the court will not get down to 
work until next Monday. 

Several cases of importance have been 
docketed for next ‘week. The court will 
take up both jail and bond cases, and 
Solicitors Hill and Monaghan hope to rush 
things along. Among the cases to be called 
are those against W. A. Culver, for assault 
to murder; against Frank Derricott for as- 
sault to murder; Gip South for car break- 
ing, and against Doc Grant for assault 
to murder. 

The Culver and Derricott cases are like- 
ly to be of considerable interest. Culver 
is charged with shooting his brother-in- 
law, Dr. W. A. Hood, some time ago, the 
bullet being fired on South Broad street, 
near Alabama. The two men had a fam- 
ily affair disagreement, and engaged in 
a personal difficulty a short time before the 


shooting. 
The Derricott Case. 

Derricott will answer for shooting at 
Soda Fount. Clerk Mason at the corner of 
Decatur and Pryor streets. The motive 
for the shooting has never been brought 
out and the trial is expected to develop 
something interesting in the line of testi- 
mony. It is said that the men disagreed 
some time before the shooting affray and 
that the trouble came about on account of 
a woman.

The Exercises Held at Noon Were In- 
teresting and Pleasing, and the 
Auditorium Was Filled. 


The men who are to make the Tennes- 
see centennial learned a valuable lesson 
from the exposition yesterday. 

The great display of wealth and indus- 
trial products was studied by the Tennes- 
see delegation as a child studies his text- 
books. Every exhibit was closely inspect- 
ed; every feature of the exposition was 
noticed in its-most minute detail and the 
grounds and buildings were under the 
scrutinizing glance of the visitors during 
the day. 

Nashville brought an enthusiastic delega- 
tion to Atlanta yesterday. The state of 
Tennessee, the city of Nashville and many 
business organizations were represented. 
It was a brilliant array of the conserva- 
tive and substantial citizens of the chief 
city of Tennessee that learned an object 
lesson from the exposition. It was just 
such a delegation that adds luster and re- 
nown to the exposition and whose indorse- 
ment means a great deal. The party was 


' eomposed of -business men who know a 


good thing when they see it and do not 
hesitate to say what they think about it. 
The old veterans fairly captured the day. 
The gallant sons of the south, -now battle- 
scarred and aged, marched back and forth 
with shouldered gun, while all who wit- 
nessed the parade cheered and waved 
their handkerchiefs. The veterans wore 
the same old gray uniforms in which they 
marched to the front more than thirty 
years ago. They carried the old-style mus- 
ket, with fixed bayonets, and marched 
under the old tactics.

The old uniforms were reminders of the 
days long gone and the oldest citizens 
looked on the parade with a thrill of admi- 
ration for the memory of the brave deeds 
of the men who fought under the tattered 
flags of ‘62. 
Reception at the Grounds. 

As the column moved into the exposition 
grounds a great cheer went up from sever- 
al thousand throats. First.were the veter- 
ans. They marched four abreast and car- 
ried the old regulation army musket. The 
musket was carried on the right shoulder 
and the left hand was folded across the 
breast. Down the plank walk that leads 
to the auditorium the veterans marched.» 
The column was perfect in movement and 
came down with uniform step. 

The veterans were preceded by a drum 
corps and fite playing ‘‘Dixie.’’ As the col- 
umn reached the front of the auditorium 
the command to form into platoons was 
given and with a precision seldom seen the 
old soldiers wheeled into platoons without 
a single break, not a false siep nor the 
slightest bend in the solid front. This 
movement was so perfect that the people 
who stood watching threw their hats into 
the air and cheered with all their might. 

Several Tennessee Companies, 

The veterans were followed by citizen 
soldiers of Tennessee. Several companies 
from Nashville, Chattanooga, Columbia 
and other towns were in line and they, too, 
were given an ovation as they marched 
into the grounds. There was somethnig 
about the light, easy step of the Tennes- 
seeans that caught the eye of,the crowd, 
and they were enthusiastically cheered. 

Up the long plank road in front of the 
New York building the column moved and 
then returned to the auditorium around 
the plaza. 

Ovation to the Veterans. 

As soon as the parade passed in front 
of the auditorium the people outside pass- 
ed into the building and took seats. The 
auditorium was well filled in ‘a few min- 
utes. 


From the rear door of the building the 
veterans were the first to enter of the 


troops. They marched into the building in 
twos, and as they stepped upon the thresh- 
old the audience rose from the seats and 
gave three cheers for them. The building 
fairly shook with applause, 

‘‘Hurrah for the old confederates!’ shout- 
ed an enthusiastic man in the audience. 

‘‘Hiurrah for the Johnny rebs!”’ shouted 
anothed from the other side of the hall. 
“God bless them all.” 

The cheering was continued until the 
speakers filed into the building and took 
seats upon the stage. President J. W. 
Thomas, of the Tennessee centennial, was 
applauded as he entered the building. Fol- 
lowing close behind President Thomas was 
a bevy of beautiful young ladies of Nash- 
ville, and they were also applauded. 

Others entered and took seats on the 
platform until the stage was filled with dis- 
tinguished ladies and gentlemen. 

The Celebration of the Day. 

There was general applause by the au- 
dience until Mr. Hemphill, vice president of 
the exposition, stepped to the edge of the 
platform and motioned for silence. 

‘We have sent out for the soldiers to 
come in and as soon as they arrive the ex- 
ercises will proceed.” 

Hardly had ‘Mr. Hemphill finished speak- 
ing before the heavy tramp of the soldiers 
was heard and they marched up the long 
flight of steps by twos. The soldiers wore 
their macintosh coats and flakes of snow 
were on their shoulders. 

Mr. Hemphill acted as master of cere- 
monies of the day and made the address of 
welcome in behalf of the exposition, as 
President Collier was not present. 

Mr. Hemphill said in welcoming the dele- 
gation? 

“When I look at these brave confederate 
veterans and recognize that dear old gray 
uniform it takes me back to the day when 
Lee and Jackson and Longstreet marched 
forth to meet the forces of McClellan, Burn- 
sides and Grant; when gallant old Bragg 
fought the battle at Chattanooga and when 
Hood with his ragged veterans marched 
over the hills of Atlanta and met the 
federal army.” 

“But the war’s over,” said a veteran, and 
this called for more applause.

Mr. J. W. Thomces, president of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis railway 
and president of the Tennessee centennial, 
was intreduced by Mr. Hemphill and his 
introduction was followed by applause. 

Mr. Thomas said: 

“I thank. you most heartily for the cor- 
dial welcome extended us and assure you 
we are delighted to meet with the men 
who have so successfully managed this 
great exposition. 

“The intelligence, energy and self-reli- 
ance which have character'zed the citi- 
zens of Atlanta in the inception, prepara- 
tion and management of this grand ob- 
ject lesson are not only the'pride of At- 
lanta and the state of Georgia, but com- 
maid the respect and admiration of citi- 
zens of other states of this great nation. 

‘‘When unfavorable conditions were de- 
pressing the business and paraiyZing the 
industries of the country Atlanta did not 
<a agg Dae the future, but boldly deter- 

o give a new impetus to the busi- 
iotueen ot 
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propose to celebrate by having a great 
exposition in 1896, 

“For two thousand five hundred years, 
from the days of Ahasuerus, the king who 
ruled over 127 provinces 621 years before 
the Christian era, expositions have been 
utilized as great national educators, show- 
ing to the werld the progress of civiliza- 
tion. 

“Tennessee proposes to keep pace with 
her sister state in celebrating her one hun- 
dredth anniversary by having a grand cx- 
position, worthy of herself and worthy of 
her forty-three sister states, which constl- 
tute the greatest, grandest and most glo- 
rious nation of all ages, past or present. 

‘‘Representing this great undertaking we 
have with us the mayor and city council] 
of the ‘Athens of the South,’ which has 
subscribed $100,000 to the enterprise. We 
have also the veterans in gray, men who 
have stood side by side with Georgians on 

many a field in a contest which they be- 
lieved to be right, and men who for thirty 
years, in the vocations of eace, have 
shown that they are as good citizens as 
thev were good soldiers. 

‘We have also the pride of Tennessee, 
the citizen soldiery of the old ‘Volunteer 
State,’ young men in the vigor of man- 
hood, who would do honor to any nation, 

and if occasion required would make as 
brats soldiers as ever followed Lee, Grant, 
Jackson or Washington. 

“We have also representatives of the 
beauty and loveliness of Tennessee—our 
wives, daughters and sweethearts—God’s 
fairest, best and last gift to man; and all 
of us, as Tennesseeans, are here to min- 
gle with the citizens of Georgia and other 
states and pay a tribute of praise to the 
exposition, to the men who have success- 
fully maraged it, and to Atlanta, the city 

which knows no such word as fail.” 


Georgia Welcomes Tennessee. 

In the absence of Governor Atkinson, the 
official welcome of the state of Georgia 
was delivered by Secretary of State Alien 
D. Candler. 

Mr. Candler said that he was glad to 
have an opportunity to speak to his old 
comrades. This allusicn to the veterans 
reached their hearts and he was loudly 
applavded. 

Mr. Candler said that many years ago 
Georgia and her sister state, Alabama, 
quarreled about the state land boundary. 
The quarrel existed for a long time and it 
was many years before the matter was 
finally decided. Georgia and Florida had a 
dispute about the line between the two 
states, but God Almighty, he said, had 
made the line between Georgia and Ten- 
nessee and there had never been any words 
on the question. 

Tennessee has always been Georgia’s best 
friend. More than one hundred years ago, 
when Lord Cornwallis, with his tories, ran 
Georgia away from home, Tennessee fur- 
nished the refugees a home until they could 
return to their native soil. This kindness 
would never be forgotten and as long as 
time would last Georgia would be grateful 
for this favor. 

“The other day I saw something that I 
thought I would never live to see. I saw 
a mighty army of the blue coats marching 
and at the head was Colonel Arnold, of the 
Ohio regiment. Surely the war is 6ver, 
for Colonel Arnold wore the gray and 
fought under the flag of the confederate 
states.”’ 

Mr. Candler said that Tennessee had got- 
ten control of many things that were own- 
ed by Georgia. Tennessee men controlled 
many of our banks and every horse dealer 
in Atlanta was a Tennessean. 

“Why, Tennessee has actually gotten con- 
trol of the railroad that was built by the 
state of Georgia.’’ This remark was re- 
ceived with applause. 

“Tennessee has actually had the gall 
and the boldness to come down to Georgia 
and claim our sweethearts. Look out for 
the Georgia cracker, and when he comes 
you had better take care of your sweet- 
hearts. for a Georgian seldom goes after 
anything and comes back, home without

He was applauded, and turning to the 
audience, said: 

“I see I am applauded by Tennessee wo- 
men and shall govern myself accordingly.”’ 

He said he was in the nursery while the 
guns of the late war boomed and conse- 
quently knew nothing about the war but 
what he had heard and learned when he 
was a boy from his textbooks, 

“I know that every Tennessean will ever 
applaud the name of Robert Toombs, that 
glorious cavalier, and the name of that 
wizard of congress—Alexander Stephens. 
All Tennessee responds to the name of 
Benjamin Hill, that prince of orators, and 
all Tennessee will forever lay laurels on 
every anniversary of the erection of the 
monument to the memory of Henry Grady, 
one of the greatest men who has ever 
lived.”’ 

He said that we are all the same people 
and have a common past and a common 
destiny. We should all work together as 
one man for a common end and that end 
is the upbuilding of the union. The lines of 
the two states had never been made, for 
they are bound together with bonds and 
ties that never can be broken. 

He spoke at length on the history of the 
states and the bright future and great 
things that were to be accomplished. 


Atlanta’s Cordial Welcome. 

Mayor King welcomed the visitors to 
the city of Atlanta. He said he had the 
pleasure of welcoming the president of the 
United States and cabinet officersi' and 
many other distinguished state and city 
Officials, but he had never been happier 
than when he welcomed the sons and 
daughters of Tennessee. He was hap- 
piest of all to stand in front of those 
battle scarred sentinels who fought for 
the south, though their cause was lost. 
The veterans, said he, were fast passing 
away and their sun would soon set, but he 
could not fail to let an opportunity pass in 
which he could assure them of his lova. 
In his room at home hung a picture of 
his father, who wore the gray, and around 
the picture was itertwined the flag of 
the union. It was the flag that came 
with the liberty bell and he thought he 
was honoring the memory of his father 
when he placed the flag about his picture. 

The welcome of Mayor King was cordial 
and full of feeling. He wanted to grasp 
the hand of every man and woman from 
Tennessee and. bid them welcome to all 
the city had. 


Mayor of Nashville Makes an Address. 

Mayor McCarthey, of Nashville, re- 
sponded to the welcome of Mayor King. 
He said he felt like.a wanderer who had 
returned home from a long absence, but 
the place and almost grown out of his 
knowledge. 

“I was here several years ago when the 
gates to your city were not quite so wide 
open as I find them today. In fact, you 
were doing all in your power to keep the 
gates closed against your visitors. 

“We now have a common country under 
one flag, and as we have been through 
the fire, a baptismal flood of fire, we are 
henceforth and forever to stand together.”

A Tax on Lynching. 

The Chicago Record does not think 
much of the plan suggested in Virginia 
for the suppression of lynching. It 
Says: 

A singular bill has been introduced into 
the legislature of Virginia. It provides that 
the board of supervisors of every county or 
the ccuncil of every city or town where a 
lynching occurs shall pay into the state 
treasury $2 for every 1,000 inhabitants for 
every lynching. 

The object is alleged to be to prevent 
lynchings. But the small tax mentioned 
Ssecms rather to make it a bill to put lynch- 
ings within the reach cf all. A tax of $2 
per inhabitant, strictly levied and collected, 
would very soon stop the popular murders 
Which have so leng disgraced the south. 
The people who do the lynching are pre- 
cisely the sort of men who would rise up 
in their unfettered manhood, superior to 
law and careless pf criticism, to put down 
& wrong—unless it were going to cost them 
something; then they would sit very still. 

These people have only contempt for the 
law when it admonishes them to restrain 
their savage, murderous instincts; but they 
lapse into sullen obedience before it when 
it proposes to tax them $2. They can go 


to the killing of a negro with comparative. 


levity; but if it ig a question of an increase 
of their taxes they instantly become very 
sober and thoughtful. They can readily 
forgive their neighbors for hanging a man, 
even when the wrong man is hanged; but 
they would not forgive their neighbors for 
entailing a tax of $2 per jiead upon the com- 
munity. 

It strikes us that the Chicago paper 
might the matter without in-

plan was tried in England by the Nor- 
mans and it is said that it prevented the 
assassination of the foreigners in the re- 
mote country districts. But it was soon 
abandoned, as it was found that the 
strict and speedy enforcement of the 
laws against murder answered the de- 
sired end. 

The swift and sure administration of 
justice is the best remedy. In the course 
of time it is bound to build up a strong 
sentiment in favor of law and order, 
and the lynching evil will become a 
thing of the past. 

Instead of imposing a tax it would be 
better to adont Governor Atkinson's 
suggestion and allow the families of the 
victim to sue the counties where the 
lynehings take place and recover the 
value of the lives thus sacrificed. li 
also goes without saying that the offi- 
cials who permit prisoners to be takén 
from them and lynched should be held 
to strict account and punished.

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The Case of President Faure, 

The people of France just now are 
very much interested in the discussion of 
a brand-new question. 

It seems that President Faure mar- 
ried the daughter of a man who was 
guilty’ of corruption in office fifty-four 
years ago and who was sentenced to a 
term of imprisonment for his. offense, 
a penalty which he escaped by his op- 
portune death. Faure was aware of the 
father’s criminal conduct, but he mar- 
ried the daughter, and people are now 
considering whether the president’s bad 
father-in-law should bar the son-in-law 
from the presidency. 

Where shall the line be drawn in such 
eases? If a man is to answer for the 
sins of his wife’s relatives, how far back 
will it be proper to go? 

If Faure is to be an ineligible candi- 
date because his wife’s father was con- 
victed of corruption more than half a 
century ago, why not say that similar 
miseobduct on the part of a grandfather 
or great grandfather would make the 
man who married the innocent descend- 
ant an object of suspicion? 

The French are often regarded as 
frivolous and silly, but they will doubt- 
less prove themselves altogether too rea- 
sonable a nation to blacklist one of their 
most patriotic statesmen because a kKins- 
man by marriage chanced to go astray 
many years ago. Faure should be and 
will be judged by his own record. 


A Timely Charity. 

In another article we have called at- 
tention to the Santa Claus festival that 
is to be participated in by the children 
of Atlanta. 

Oné of the timeliest and most attrac- 
tive features of that festival is to be a 
huge Christmas tree, the largest in the 
world. This Christmas tree is_ to 
be placed on the plaza, and the fruit 
its limbs will bear will be something 
out of the ordinary. Instead of the 
usual gifts or holiday remembrances thé 
branches of the tree will be laden with 
envelopes containing donations for the 
poor. 

The people of Atlanta are amply able 
to contribute lavishly to this gracious 
enterprise. The exposition has been the 
means of bringing great prosperity to 
almost every interest in the town and 
we feel sure that our citizens will be 
glad to further the benevclent purposes 
of those who have conceived the idea of 
making the children’s festival, on the 
18th, a means of snecoring those who 
have failed to reap the fruits of such 
prosperity as others have enjoyed.

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The Death of Allen G. Thurman. 

The death of Allen G. Thurman re- 
moves from the arena of his usefulness 
one of the purest and greatest of Amer- 
ican statesmen. 

Althoungh identified from boyhood 
with Ohio and her interests, Mr. Thur- 
man was a Virginian by birth. Early 
in life ‘his ability and integrity made 
him a conspicuous man in the ranks of 
the Ohio democracy, and he went to 
congress as the youngest member in 
the session of 1845. For more than 
fifty years he has been a leader in state 
and national councils, and his virtues 
caused the sobriquet of “the old Roman” 
to be applied to him by his friends and 
opponents. 

As a lawyer, judge and senator he 
stood in the front rank of the great 
jurists and statesmen of the better 
days of the republic. His name was 
several times prominently mentioned in 
connection with the presidency, and in 
1888S he was nominated for the vice 
presidency. At that time he was seven- 
ty-seven years old and the republicans 
declared that he was a physical wreck. 
But the old Roman gave them a sur- 
prise. He traveled several thousand 
miles and made 103 speeches, and while 
his ticket was defeated he made a bril- 
liant campaign which excited the ad- 
miration of his fellow countrymen, and 
it is generally believed that the excite- 
ment of the contest and the nature of 
his work caused his life to be prolonged 
for several years. 

Hle was the ideal American statesman 
and he never made the mistake of en- 
tirely devoting to his political party 
what he felt was meant for his country 
and. mankind at large. While he was a 
democrat all his life, he was at the same 


time an American and he never permit- | 
profitable to continue their work on full 


ted the temporary interests of party to 
clash with the larger and more sub- 
stantial questions which yitally affect 
our national life. 

He had the courage of his convictions 
in the fullest possible measure, but he 
was so serene, moderate and just in 
his judgments that his party opponents 
held him in the highest esteem, and even 
such strong and aggressive republicans 
as Roscoe Conkling loved him with al- 
most a brotherly affection. 

Allen G. Thurman belonged to the old 
school of gentlemen and statesmen, and

look upon his like again. In the pan- 
theon of American history his name will 
forever hold a high place among those 
of our patriots who have I¢ft spotless 
records and a splendid fame. 
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Negro Day. 

Owing to the fact that the holidays

We trust that the negroes of Atlanta, 
following the example of their own rep- 
resentative men, will make the day 
worthy of the hopes and purposes of 
their race. 

A Brilliant Festival. 

On the 18th the children of Atlanta 
are to have a Santa Claus Day at the 
exposition, and the occasion promises to 
be as attractive as any event that has 
taken place on the grounds. Major 
SJaton, superintendent of the public 
schools, has entered into the spirit of 
the affair with his usual energy, and is 
warmly seconded by the principals and 
their assistants. 

The programme, an outline of which 
The Constitution printed yesterday, pro- 
vides for a very handsome and in some 
respects unique holiday festival. Santa 
Claus is to head the procession, as 2 
matter of course, and though he Is to 
arrive in Atlanta on the 18th for the 
purpose of takiag part in the parade, 
arrangements have been made for him 
to remain over uati!l the night of the 
25th, so his appearance on the exposition 
grounds will in no wise interfere with 
his regular stocking-filling engagemeut 
later on. 

It was the intention of those who have 
the matter in hand to: have the festival 
on the 25th, but Santa Claus refused on 
the ground that he had too much work 
to do and too many journeys to make 
on Christmas eve.

Another feature of the parade 
will be the representation of various na- 
tions by the school children. Ten boys 
girls’ from each of the fifteen

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represent and the girls will wear the 


national costumes. 

It will thus be seen that the pro- 
gramme is unique in its way, and p-o- 
vides for a pageant at once splendid and 
picturesque. Naturally every girl and 
boy in town will desire to witness the 
scene, and equally as naturally their 
parents will want to do the same; con- 
sequently the festival promises to be 
a brilliant success throughout. 


An Absurd Trial. 

Several months agoa man named Gray 
was convicted of murder in Kansas 
upon the testimony of one McDonald, 
the person who had done the killing. 

Gray was not present when the mur- 
der was committed but McDonald 
glibly swore that he had executed a 
hypnotie influence over him which had 
caused him to do the deed. So Me- 
Donald went scot free and Gray was 
Aent to the penitentiary. 

McDonald is of course well aware of 
the fact that, having been once in jeo- 
pardy, he cannot be tried again on the 
old charge. Realizing that he is safe, 
as far as the murder charge is concern- 
ed, he now swears that his testimony 
against Gray was false and that he was 
hired to commit perjury by the attor- 
neys for the prosecution. 

Possibly the revelation will lead to 
Gray’s release, but whether it does or 
not McDonald should be punished to the 
full extent of the law for perjury. This 
case shows the danger of accepting hyp- 
notism as a positive factor of crime. 
If Gray at a distance influenced Mce- 
Donald to commit murder it is just as 
easy for him to control him now and 
cause him to swear his former testimony 
was false. 

As a rule, when the facts point to a 
murder, juries would do well to c¢on- 
vict the man who does the deed and 
pay no attention to the claim that he 
was hypnotized. Ilypnotism is some- 
thing altogether too fanciful to be al- 
lowed to sway verdicts in courts of 
justice. |

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‘A PERSONAL MATTER 


Mr. Frank Callaway Says His Message 
Was Meant for Speaker Fleming. 


HIS VERSION GIVEN FULLY 


| Says He Was at No Time Accorded 


the Recognition Due the Govern- 
or’s Representative. 


The controversy between Speaker Flem- 
ins and Secretary Callaway, of the exec- 
utive department, was a choice topic of 
discussion among the departing legisla- 
tors yesterday. 

The indefinite manner im which the 
matter ended Wednesday night caused a 
great deal of speculation as to what wouid 
be the next move. Speaker Fleming was 
apparently satisfied with the statement 
which he made in the heuse at the close 
cf the session, and had nothing further 
to say. 

Secretary Callaway yesterday furnished 
a statement to The Constitution giving his 
side of the controversy. His statement is 
as follows: 

“I did not desire, nor did I intend to enter 
into the details of a personal matter be- 
tween Mr. W. H. Fleming and myself, since 
the public is not usually interested in dif- 
ferences between individuals. However, 
Mr. Fleming saw fit to make his complaint 
to the house of representatives, (pursuing 
thereby a childish policy)—a forum in which 
he had a voice and I none, therefore I am 
forced to resort to the newspapers. 

“It has been the custom, from time im- 
memorial, in all law-making bodies, and this 
applies especially to the general assembly 
of Georgia, to recognize immediately, or at 
least within some reasonable time, a mes- 
Senger from the governor bearing a, mes- 
sage for that body. Since Mr. Fleming was 
elected to the speakership of the house the 
custom has been by no means adhered to. 
I have gone in repeatedly with a message 
from the governor and asked for recogni- 
tion that I might deliver it. I do not recall 
but one single time during the two ses- 
sions, and that was after I had sent him 
the message that caused so much disturb- 
ance, that the courtesy due the executive 
department was shown me immediately by 
Mr. Fleming as speaker. I was compelled 
to wait from thirty minutes to two and 
three hours. I spoke to Mr. Fleming about 
it and protested with no satisfactory re- 
sults. However, I decided not to say any- 
thing but go on to the end of the session 
rather than have any trouble. But that re- 
solve suddenly vanished when, on Monday, 
Il went up to the house with a message 
which the governor had requested should be 
reported immediately, as it possibly in- 
volved the appointment of a court official 
and only three days remained before the 
‘adjournment of the general assembly. 
When I went in there was only a desultory 
discussion in progress and I requested the 
doorkeeper to go up and ask the speaker if 
he would recognize me, as the governor had 
requested that I deliver the message im- 
mediately. He sent me word that he would 
not do so at that time. I sat down to wait 
for my chance, notwithstanding the fact 
that every rule of courtesy demanded that 
the representative of the governor be given 
animmediate hearing. After remaining 
about ten minutes Mr. Fleming himself, 
from the chair, raised a point of order and 
proceeded to say something in that connec- 
tion. 

“I remained about half an hour longer, 
and seeing no chance to get in the message, 
I returned to my desk. A short while 
afterwards a page, sent by Mr. Fleming, 
came in to inform me that it was the 
speaker’s pleasure that I deliver the mes- 
sage. It was then that I sent him personal- 
ly the message which the public already 
knows. 

“There could have possibly been no feel- 
ing on my part toward the members on the 
floor of the house, because none of them 
have anything to do with recognizing the 
messenger Yrom the governor, but it is en- 
tirely within the province of thé speaker, 
therefore my complaint was against him 
and my message was intended to apply 
personally. 

‘Unfortunately at my urgent protest the 
incident was published in The Commercial. 
I saw that mention was going to be made 
of it and intending to give the facts as near 
as they were, I made a statement to a re- 
porter for that paper and understood that 
Mr. Fleming would be given the same op- 
portunity. And so he was. 

“After the publication of my statement 
which stated positively that I did not send 
the message to the house, Mr. Fleming 
called at my office and f again told him that 
the message was not to the house, but to 
him personally. 

‘“‘He spoke of how he protected me in the 
matter, for which he doubtless thought I 
was not sufficiently profoundly grateful. 
Any way, later I was informed by a mem- 
ber of the house that a movement was on 
foot to introduce a resolution censuring 
me for sending such a message to the 
house. I immediately began to inquire into 
it and was finally gratified to learn that it 
died in its inception. Who the originator 
of the resolution was I leave to the public 
to conclude. 

“After this failure I thought the matter 
was ended, as far as the house was con- 
cerned, and I was right. At the last mo- 
ment, however, before adjournment sine 
die, when there was no chance of my 
statement being heard, if any member of 
the house should object, which was the 
case, Mr. Fleming took occasion to bring 
this personal matter to the attention of the 
house. In the course of his remarks he 


attempted to read an affidavit made by a 
ten-year-old page in his employ, for the 
purpose, I suppose, of propping up his own 
atatement. Mr. Gray, of Houston, immedi- 
ately arose and protested against the intro- 
duction of the affidavit of a ten-year-old 
boy when his father or guardian was not 
present when the affidavit was made. 

‘‘When a member volunteered to make a 
statement of my side of the difference an- 
other member arose and objected to it on 
the ground that it was not within the 
province of the house to consider matters of 
that kind—personal only to the men in- 
volved—and, if I am not mistaken, said that 
it should never have been mentioned in 
the house. It ts entirely inconceivable to 
me why Mr. Fleming desired to inject the 
matter into the proceedings of the house, 
but I suppose he has his reasons, apparent 
though they may not be 2t a cursory glance. 
Then, why he should have ,attempted to 
make it an issue between me and a ten- 
year-old page is another question. 

“Now, 1 think it is very evident that an 
advantage was taken of an official posi- 
tion to arraign me when I could make no 
defense, because I could not get a hearing. 
1 leave it to the pwblie to form thelr own 
opinion of such an action. Mr. Fleming 
knows mine.’’

One of the most important pieces of leg- 
islation that has been enacted by the gen- 
eral assembly just ended is the enactment 
into law of the bil! introduced in the senate 
by Senator Brand, of the thirty-fourth, It 
affects every incorporated city and town in 
the ninety-eight dry counties in Georgia. 
Under the law before the passage of the 
act domestic wine could be sold in any 
quantity not less than a quart anywhere, 
and the consequence was that wine shops 
were set up in many of the towns of 
the dry counties and under the pretense of 
selling wine in many instances they mixed 
blind tiger liquor with the wine when de- 
sired and a regular barroom was in opera- 
tion. In most of the cases nothing but do- 
mestic wine was sold,but it made drunk and 
the towns could not control its traffic. But 
now, under Brand’s bill, they can regulate 
the traffic of it, killing out the wine shops 
entirely by high license or letting them 
remain under a reasonable tax. It ts the 
essence of local option, and each place can 
regulate the sale of it as its people desire, 
It does not affect the wet counties nor the 
sale of domestic wine in the country. “The 
benefit to be derived from the passage of 
this act,”” said Senator Brand in explaining 
it, “is to keep those counties, as far as 
can be done, dry Which are already dry 
and keep down such wine shops as are ille- 
gally and disorderly run.”

The robbery of Freeman’s jewelry etore

Many big hauls have been made in the 
last few weeks, several hundred dollars’ 
worth of diamonds having been stolen jin 
addition to the Freeman robbery), Several 
fine stones and numbers of watches and 
chains have been snatched from persons 
about the union depot and hotels and of 
the large amount of stuff stolen little has 
been recovered by the police and detectives. 
Many letters from out-of-town people have 
been received at police headquartrs, giving 
descriptions of stolen valuables lost while 
the owners were in Atlanta. 

The Freeman robbery was told of in yes- 
terday’s Constitution. It is said that two 
men entered the place and after looking at 
several hundred dollars’ worth of valuable 


jewelry under pretense of being prospective 
purchasers cleverly stored nearly $1,000 
worth of the stuff in their pockets and 
Walked out of the place before the theft 
Was discovered. 

He Didn’t Have the Stones. 

As yet none of the diamonds have been 
recovered and it looks as if the thieves 
made way with the valuables. One man 
Supposed to be a party to the robbery is 
under arrest, but when searched he had 
mcne of the stolen stuff. He was arrested 
Wedresday night by detectives, as stated 
in yesterday’s Constitution, and detained 
in the office of Chief of Detectives Wright. 
He was held as a suspect, and further than 
the fact that he has been identified as one 
of the men who were in the store, nothing 
conclusive has been found’ against him, 
so far as known.

of it. 
Made Public Yesterday. 

The name of the man under arrest was 
disclosed yesterday at noon, when he was 
registered on the books at the station 
house in the regular way. He was secreted 
in a room on the top floor of the building 
and guarded all of Wednesday night and 
yesterday, no one being allowed to see him. 
Wo record of his arrest was made on the 
books until noon yesterday and thai: fact 
promises to bring about an investigation 
in the police department. 

Their Names Must Be Taken. 

Chairman Johnson declares that no man 
should be arrested and stowed away in an 
out-of-the-way room without a charge being 
preferred against him and his name en- 
tered on the dockets kept at the station 
house for the ®urpose. He said yesterday 
that he had given instructions some time 
ago that all prisoners’ names be taken 
when they are arrested and the names en- 
tered and charges preferred, and when 
told that the custom of the department 
had not been observed in the case of the 
suspected diamond thief, Mr. Johnson said 
that he would take the matter up with the 
city attorney and Chief Connolly. 

Chief Connolly Didn’t Know It. 

Chief Connolly said that he knew noth- 
ing of the man being held without his name 
being entered en the books and he said 
that it should not have been done. The 
chief said that all persons arrested were 
Supposed to have their names taken by the 
station house keepers and if the rule had 
been violated he would investigate the 
matter.

They have called forth fronr 
Judge Turner, the principal keeper of the 
penitentiary, a strong reply, in which he 
shows the inconsistencies of the two re- 
ports as compared with each other, and 
shows this in a very striking way. 

The judge takes occasion also to deny 
absolutely some of the statements made 
in these reports. He says that but two 
members of the senate committee visited 
his office and that the members of the 
legislature who made the report had not 
made any study whatever of the work 
that was being done by the penitentiary 
department nor had investigated the law 
regulating that department. 

The judge winds up his interview with 
& suggestion that an effort to make political 
capital out of the penitentiary conditions 
seems to have inspired this attack to a 
greater or a less degree. 

When a Constitution reporter went to 
the penitentiary department yesterday and 
asked Judge Turner for his views con- 
cerning those reports, he replied with char- 
acteristic earnestness: 

“When my attention was called to that 
portion of the report of the senate com- 
nfittee on penitentiary, published in yes- 
terday’s Constitution, containing severe 
strictures upon the conduct of the officials 
of the department, and to the rumor that 
the house committee would make a simi- 
lar report, I said nothing in defense of 
myseif or the other officers of the depart- 
ment, preferring to read the whole of both 
reports before attempting to justify the 
department or refute the strictures of the 
committees. Last night I had an oppor- 
tunity of reading both reports, and will 
use each as answer to the other, placing 
the reports of each on the same camps in 
parallel columns, leaving the public to 
judge whicn of the two is more worthy of 
creait. If the senate committee has re- 
lated facts, the house comniittee has mis- 
represented them, and vice versa. It would 
be amusing, if not interesting, to know by 
what process of investigation each com- 
mittee, witnh,the same state of facts, ar- 
rived at conclusions so absolutely at va- 
riance. The reports will speak for them- 
selves.”’ 

Here they are as Judge Turner arranged 
them:

‘The ducking, or water punishment, at 
Cole City, referred to in both reports, is 
no longer in use there, having been abolish- 
ed by Dr. Bush several months ago, when 
he first came into office, though ft is but 
just to the superintendent there to state 
that this mode of punishment was approved 
by Dr. McIntosh, the former principal phy- 
siclan, as more humane and less harmful 
than the strap. This punishment, however, 
was never inflicted as described in the re- 
port of the house committee. 

“Some of the camps are better than oth- 
ers, which fact is clearly set out in the 
published reports from the officials of this 
department,” continued the principal keep- 
er. “Every effort, however, is being made 
by the department to bring them up to one 
standard of excellence, a serious undertak- 
ing when the limited power conferred by 
the lease act upon the governor and the de- 
partment is considered. My office work 
prevents me from visiting the camps reg- 
ularly, but from the mothly and bi-monthly 
reports of the assistant keeper and princi- 
pal physician, upon whom the duty of 
inspection devolves, I am still of the opin- 
ion expressed in my annual report, con- 
curred in by the senate committee, that 
‘the convicts generally are well fed, well 
clothed and well cared for,” and I will add 
most of them are better fed, clothed and 
cared for than they were before conviction. 

“The health and mortuary statistics for 
the past twelve months absolutely refute 
the conclusions of the two committees that 
the convicts are starved, ill clothed and 
cruelly treated. Out of a prison population 
of 2,963, there occurred but forty deaths 
from disease during that period. 

“Only. two members of the senate commit- 
tee came into this department during the 
legislative session. One of these was the 
chairman, who came for a bill which I had 
drawn for him putting misdemeanor con- 
victs under the care of this department, 
the management of which department he 
reports disgraceful; the other was the sen- 
ator who introduced the bill so drawn and 
who as its author made considerable capital 
out of it, having also been championed by 
the chairman of the nouse committee. If 
these gentlemen had visited the depart- 
ment, examined its regords and investi- 
gated the conduct of the officials, with a 
clear understanding of the lease law, they 
might have understood how limited tx: au- 
thority of the department is, and saved 
themselves the attitude of criticising harsh-

The Iron Trade. 

Cleveland, O., December 12.—The_ Iron 
Trade Review today says: ‘“‘The central 
west furnished the most cheering news of 
the week. Four more big freighters have 
been placed at lake shipyards in the past 
three days, making four for the week, in- 


-yolving a demand upon the mills for about 


35,000 tons of plates and shapes: As was 
to be expected this business brought out 
some close competition and recent quota- 
tions were cut, but the inrportant fact is 
that deliveries are to begin at once and 
the mills taking the bulk of the material 
will thus be better able to maintain prices 
in a time always marked by weakness. 
There is little change in the present situ- 
ation in iron. All irons are weaker, bes- 
semer going a trifle below $12, valley fur- 
nace, in a few speculative trades. Thus 
far no sales are reported by furnaces at 
less than $12.25 in the valley for the first 
quarter of 1896, but recent business on this 
basis would probably not exceed 10,000 tons, 
though on some $12 iron deliveries run 


through January. While actual sales of 
billets are limited to the 1,000 to 500-ton lots, 
on which $17, Pittsburg, and somewhat less 
had been done, inquiries are out which in- 
dicate that a few important consumers, 
notably in Cleveland, are convinced that 
the buying time is now. There are re- 
ports of low billet quotations from the west 
in the Cleveland district and accompanying 
denials. The fact that the market has 
been for so many weeks in the hands of 
non-producers, coupled with the compara- 
tive smallness cf tonnage involved in a 
week-to-week transaction, has made it 
difficult for nfills to gauge an asking price 
that could be in harmony with real condi- 
tions and be justified by the bessemer pig 
market for the next four months.

New York, December 12.—English spinners 
continue to buy freely, the sales in Liver- 
pool today being 15,000 bales.

CHATELIN AND ADAMS 


The Two Famous Students of Africa 
Are in the City. 


THEY SPEAK HERE TODAY 


The African Congress, One of the Most 
Important Ever Held Here, Be- 
gins This Morning. 


Hell Chatelin, the African explorer, and 
Cyrus C. Adams, of The New York Sun, 
are to take part in today’s exercises 
at the African congress and are the guests 
of Dr, J. C. Murray. 

Today the African congresses will be- 
gin. What will be an epoch in the history 
of the Christianization of Africa will be 
inaugurated. 

There are fully two hundred visitors in 
the city who came for the purpose of at- 
tending the congress. Among this two 
hundred there are some of the most promi- 
nent African explorers and missionaries in 
the world, 

At 9:30 o’clock this morning the first ex- 
ercises will be held in the Loyd street 
Methodist church. It is estimated that 
there will be more than a thousand who 
will attend the exercises and the church 
will be crowded to its utmost capacity. 

Mr. Cyrus C. Adams_is on the staff of 
u4ue New York Sun, and a recognized au- 
thority on African topics. Mr. Adams 
arrived yesterday, and is the guest of Pro- 
fessor J. C. Murray, one of the faculty of 
the Gammon Theological seminary. 

One of the most distinguished gentlemen 
on the programme and who arrived yester- 
day is Mr. Heli Chatelin, the African mis- 
sionary and explorer. Mr. Chatelin has 
spent several years in the dark continent, 
and is a thcrough master of several of the 
African languages. He was written several 
books in many languages about the Afri- 
can at home. He brought with him to this 
country aYew years ago a young negro, the 
heir to the kingdom of hig tribe, who had 
been converted by him, The negro had 
learned to speak the English and several 
foreign languages and told of his expe- 
riences in Africa. There is a statue of 
the négro, whose name was Jere, in the 
Smithsonian institution at Washington. 

Mr. Chatelin is of foreign birth; was born 
in Switzerland, where he spent his early 
days. He came to the United States where 
he studied the negro character from the 
American negroes before going to Afri- 
ca. He went from the United States to 
the dark continent with Dr. Summers in 
the year 1884. He went as linguist of the 
party and spent several years in Africa 
before returning hme, 

Mr. Chatelin will dgliv@ér several lec- 
tures on Africa and t habits and relig- 
ions of the people at the congresses. He is 
at the residence of Professor Murray at 
Gammon university. 

Mrs. M. French-Sheldon, who, followed 
by several natives, explored the darker re- 
gions of the dark continent, and who is 
recognized as the most prominent woman 
explorer of today, is also on the programme 
for three lectures or addresses, She spent 
several years in Africa and understands 
the natives from association. She has lec- 
tured over the greater part of the United 
States and her coming to a city is al- 
ways welcagmed with pleasure. She has 
been in Atlanta several days and has d@ 
livered two lectures up to the present time. 
One of them was before the woman’s board 
of lady managers of the exposition, given 
in the assembly hall in the woman’s build- 
ing. She will give an illustrated lecture 
before the congresses, 

T. Thomas Fortune, editor of The New 
York Age, a celebrated negro writer, has 
been in Atlanta for several days. He at- 
tended a congress that was held here a 
few weeks ago and was requested to re- 
main over to participate in the African 
congress. He has written several papers 
about the race in Africa. There are a num- 
ber of other equally prominent writers, ex- 
plorers and missionaries on the pro- 
gramme.

Moore are the aggrieved New Yorkers 
and visitors’. All are well known in l]3rook- 
lyn and reside in that city. They were ar- 
rested on complaint of Captain Richard 
Heatherton, of South Carolina, who he- 
lieved that the men had swindled him out 
of $16 by the short-change game ot 
crooks. 

Yesterday the three men called on Chief 
Connolly and entered complaint about the 
manner of their arrest and treatment, de- 
nouncing the department and city in terms 
decidediy uncomplimentary. After hear- 
ing the complaint of the callers Chief 
Connolly set about an investigation, in- 
structing Chief of Detectives Wrignt to 
submit a report of the action of his men 
in arresting the three men named. 

Yesterday’s Constitution contained an 
account of the arrest of the three New 
Yorkers and the fleecing of Captain Heath- 
erton at the exposition. The South Caro- 
linian was cleverly worked by four sharp- 
ers, and he caused the arrest of the New 
York men some time after discovering 
that he had been victimized. Detectives 
Ivy and Looney were detailed on the case, 
and they found the New York, men on the 
Midway. “a . 

During. the night Captain Heatherton ae- 
cided to return to his home in Planters- 
ville, S. C., and he agreed to the release 
of the men he had pointed out as being 
the ones who robbed him. He was not 
positive that they were the men, and 
their arrest under the circumstances is tne 
basis of the investigation being made. 
The New Yorkers were taken in on sus- 
picion some time after the South Caro- 
linian had been victimized. The prison- 
ers contended that it was a case of mis- 
taken identity, but the officers decided to 
hold them, which was done. 

Yesterday the aggrieved citizens, in com- 
pany with several well Known gentlemen, 
among whom was the captain of the 
steamship Nacoochee, of the Savannah 
line, and others, demanded an investiga- 
tion of the affair, and in doing so they 
expressed great indignation at ‘the treat- 
ment they had received. Chief Connolly 
told them that they should not have been 
handcuffed and locked up unless the de- 
tectives had a good case against them, and 
“ that a therough investigation 
would made. 

In the meantime the sharpers who vic- 
ttimized Captain Heathertom remain at 
large and will probably continue to do so

Captain W. P. Manly was for the third 
time elected president of the association. 
He had no opposition, receiving the entire 
vote cast. He has been an efficient and 
able officer, and the members of the asso- 
ciation will guarantee him the office as 
long as he will accept it. 

Robert Ozburn was re-elected vice pres- 
ident without opposition, 

(Chief Connolly was re-elected treasurer, 
receiving sixty-seven votes to thiry-two 
cast for W. H. Turner. .The race for the 
office was a surprise to many, Mr. Turner 
entering the race yesterday morning. It is 
said that some of the same men who voted 
for Lockhart against Abbott cast their 
ballots for Turner against Chief Connolly. 

The newly elected officers will be in- 
Stalled at the first meeting in January. 
Secretary-elect Lockhart is one of the best 
known members of the force, and he is 
thoroughly competent for the office. His 
defeated opponent, Secretary Abbott, has 
filled the office for two terms successfully 
and capably. 

Captain Manly was asked about the elec- 
tion. He says that there is no significance 
in the result, stating that the A. P. A. cut 
no figure in the casting of the ballots, in 
his opinion. 


A FATAL ACCIDENT. 


Prominent Floridian Dies from the 
Result of a Fall. 


The numerous residents of Florida now 
in Atlanta were greatly shocked by the 
news of the death of Colonel Hubbard L. 
Hart, of Palatka, which took place yester- 
day morning as the result of an accident 
which occurred on Wednesday evening. 

Whiie returning from the exposition 
grounds early in the evening Colonel Hart 
attempted to alight from an electric car on 
Fourteenth street while it was in motion 
and was thrown to the ground. The force 
of the fall ruptured a blood vessel and the 
injured man was taken to the Peachtree 
inn, where he was staying, by several 
friends. 

His condition became serious yesterday 
morning and it was decided to remove him 
to the hospital, but before the ambulance 
arrived he had passed away. 

Colonel Hart was probably the best 
known man in Florida, and had hosts of 
frieuds all over the country. He was the 
owner of the Hart line of steamers which 
run up the romantic aid famous Ocklawaha 
river in Florida, and it was he who made 
this river navigable. This 
promptly recognized and rewarded by tlhe 
government, 

He was one of Florida’s pioneer citizens 
and befcre the war was owner of Ifart's 
stage coach line which ran between Lake 
City via Palatka to Tampa. He had large 
preperty interests all ever the south and 
his Palatka home was called the finest resi- 
dence in the south. 

Colonel Hart was here as an exposition 
visitor and im the interest of his steamer 
line. His wife and family are at present 
staying in Boston, Mass. 

Although in his sixties, he was noted for 
his fine physique and remarkably sound 
constitution. His death will cause a shock 
to the entire state of I lorida. 

The body was escorted to Palatka last 
evening by Captain J. E. Lucas and Mr. 8.

Greatest Cut in Rates Ever Inaugurated 
in the South. 


LESS THAN A CENT PER MILE 


Another Big Cut in Fares During 


Christmas Week. 


SIXTY THOUSAND VISITORS EACH DAY 


The Workingman Will Be Able To See 
the Exposition and Patronize 
the Railroads. 


In a few ‘days the whole country will 
know that it will be cheaper to come to 
Atlanta during the Christmas holidays than 


to stay at home. 

The Southern States Passenger committee 
thaugurated on Wednesday the greatest cut 
in railroad rates ever made by a rate com- 
mittee, and now the whole country will be 
able to attend the exposition, because it 
will be cheaper to ride than to walk. 

The new rates are the lowest ever given 
anywhere, and even a railroad war could 
not place them nearer zero. If anything 
was needed to induce the great middle class 
to visit Atlanta, it was free railroad trans- 
portation, and now that tickets may be had 
for almost nothing, the Gate City will be 
fiooded with strangers. 

The cut reduces rates less than one-half 
from points over 250 miles distant. Points 
less than 250 miles and more than 100 miles 
from Atlanta will get a round trip rate of 
60 per cent of the regular rate one way. 
Points less than 100 miles distant. will get 
a one-cent-a-mile rate with a minimum 
fare of 25, cents. 

The rates were really cut down almost 
two-thirds and “three-fourths, a reduction 
which it is hardly possible to even imagine 
in operation. 

Thus, if you lived at a point from which 
the fare to Atlanta, one way, has been $10, 
you can get a ticket under the new rate 
for $2.50, or $ for the round trip. Is that 
cheap enough? 

If the fare from your home has been $5 
each way, or $10 for the round trip, you can 
now rejoice, for the small sum of $1.25 will 
carry you to Atlanta, and $2.50 will bring 
you to Atlanta and carry you back. 

Assistant General Passenger Agent 8S, H. 
Hardwick, of the Southern road, returned 
from Savannah yesterday morning, where 
he had peen attending the meeting of the 
passenger association, which decided to 
make the big cut in rates. Mr. Hardwick 
was one of the strongest advocates of the 
move and predicts great things as a result 
of its adoption. 

Third Vice President W. W. Finley, of the 
Southern road, inaugurated the cut and 
held that it was made, not because the 
Southern road would be benefited from the 
move, but for the boom which Atlanta 
would receive by the great rush of visitors 
who would be induced to visit the exposi- 
tion by the marveleusly low rates. While 
the Southern does not wish all the credit 
for the cut, it stands in the light of a ben- 
efactor to Atlanta for having proposec a 
scheme which .is sure to boom the 
city. 

Mr. Hardwick claims that there was no 
other motive for the cut than a joint reso- 
lution of the railroads of the south to make 
the exposition a success by carrying the 
whole country to Atlanta for almost noth- 
ofl. 

The rate per mile will be reduced from 
3 cents to three-fourths of a cent, and a big 
advantage will be that all tickets are good 
for five days. 

Now let the people take advantage of this 
generous offer and 60,000 strangers will view 
the beauties of the exposition every day 
during the holidays. 

The new rate sheets have not yet been 
issued, but some of the rates quoted are: 
Washington, $8.25 return; formerly $28. 
Savannah, $4.20 return; formerly $12.40. 
Cincinnati, $7.15 return; formerly §28. Mem- 
pnis, $6.25 return; formerly $18. 

The cut rate tickets will be on sale from 
December 19th to 25th, inclusive,‘ and if 
several millions. of them are not purchased 
it will not be because they are expensive.

Was Subjected to an Operation for 
Appendicitis Yesterday. 


RESTING WELL LAST NIGHT 


Was Seized with the Dangerous Trou- 
ble Tuesday About Noon—Was 
~. Out Tuesday Morning. 


Captain Harry Jackson lies dangerously 
ill at his residence on Capitol square, as 
the result of an operation for appendicitis, 
performed yesterday afternoon from 3 to 5 


o’clock. 

For three days he will be in a critical 
condition, and it will be perliaps a week 
before it can be told whether the opera- 
tion will result favorably or not. 

The fact of Captain Jackson's iliness 
was Known to no one outside of his im- 
mediate family until yesterday. He was 
seen about the streets as late as Tuesday 
at noon, and no one dreamed of the fact 
that he had been stricken with that dan- 
gerous trouble—appendicitis. 

Captain Jackson Was at his office Monday 
and Tuesday. He went to his office Tues- 
day morning feeling sick, but not too sick 
for work. He spent several hours at- 
tending to some legal affairs, but finally 
left for his residence about noon. He 
Was somewhat alarmed about his condi- 
tion and called in his family physician, Dr. 
Armstrong. 

Dr. Armstrong made an  examfnation, 
which caused him to fear appendicitis. He 
beeame convinced of this Wednesday 
morning. In the meantime Captain Jack- 
son had taken to his bed. He was quite a 
sick man, and early yesterday morning at 
6:30 o’clock, Drs. Elkin, Westmoreland and 
Holmes were called in. They held a con- 
sultation and decided that an operation 
would have to be performed. They held a 
second consultation at 10 o’clock and fixed 
the time for the operation at 3 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. 

At the hour appointed for the operation 
the physicians who were to assist at it 
were at Captain Jackson's residence. Ether 
was administered to the patient and he was 
rendered insensible to what’ was taking 
place about him. 

The operation was most successfully per- 
formed by Dr. Westmoreland. The physi- 
cians mentioned assisted at the operation. 
Two hours were consunted in performing 
the delicate surgical work, at the expira- 
tion of which time Captain Jackson was 
restored to cornsciousness. 

When brought back to his senses Cap- 
tain Jackson was thoroughly rational and 
conversed with the physicians about what 
had occurred. 

He exhibited a wonderful degree of for- 
titude and will power, and showed no signs 
of surrendering to the great danger that 
surrounded him. He spoke in the bravest 
and most hopeful manner and gave his 
family and physicians reasons to hope for 
the best. With the exception of nausea, 
caused by the use of ether, Captain Jack- 
S0n was In as hopeful a stafe as it was 
possible for a patient to be after passing 
through suc an operation. 

At 10 o’clock last night a second consulta- 
tion of the pkysicians was held at the 
family residence, on Capitol square. The 
physicians came to the conclusion that 
their patient was doing just as well as 
they could reasonably expect and that 
with no unfavorable change he would re- 
cover. 

One of the physicians gave it as his 
opinion last night “that Captain Jackson 
would recover. He exhibited favorable 
symptoms and there was no reason to be- 
lieve that any unfavorable turn would be 
taken in the case.’ Captain Jackson’s well- 
known fortitude and courageous spirit will 
do much toward pulling him through. He 
is a man of fine constitution and can well 
withstand the shock to his system. 

It will take two or three days to tell 
what the result of the operafion will be. 
It will be several days before Captain Jack- 
son can be pronounced out of danger. 

Captain Jackson had no warning of his 
impending trouble earlier than Tuesday 
morning. Monday night he was a guest at 
the brilliant reception given in honor of 
Mrs. Potter Palmer, at the Capital City 
Club.

‘MRS. VALENTINE’SRYE 


A Glance from It Cost a Visitor $147, 
50 He Says. 


Says She Victimized Him. 


Mrs. May Valentine, wife of Jeff Valen- 
tine, the alleged diamond thief, was tried 
yesterday in Justice Foute’s court and 
beund over to the superior court. She was 
charged with robbing W. B. Brown, a vis- 
itor from Virginia, 

The warrant was sworn out by Captain 
Starnes, of the police department, and 
Brown merely. appeared as a witness in the 
case. He testified that Mrs. Valentine met 
him in front of the Kimball house last 
Monday night and smiled at him. He had 
never seen her before, but spoke to her 
and the result was that the two became 
very good friends in the short acquaint- 
ance of a couple of hours. When Brown 
left Mrs. Valentine, which he said was a 
couple of hours after they first met, he 
discovered that his money, which was in 
a pocket of his vest, was missing. He had 
$147, he said, and every cent of it was 
gone. 

Mrs. Valentine denied that she had ever 
seen Brown before she was arrested. One 
of her witnesses, Dr. Hall, a street vender 
of medicines, testified that he was at the 
home of Mrs. Valentine when Brown al- 
leges that the robbery occurred. 

Both the state and the accused had at- 
torneys. Mr. Mack represented Mrs. Val- 
entine and George Carter was the state’s 
attorney. Both made arguments and Judge 
Foute rendered his decision, which bound 
Mrs. Valentine over to the superior court 
in the sum of $200. She could not give 
bond, and was taken to jail. Late yester- 
day, however, the bond was made and Mrs. 
Valentine was released. 

There was some trouble in securing her 
release, even after her bond had been 
made, Judge Foute issued an order for her 
release and turned it over to Bailiff Ray 
with instructions to carry it immediately 
to Jailer Eubanks. The bailiff did so, but 
Jailer Eubanks refused to recognize the 
order. He said that he had been instruct- 
ed by Sheriff Barnes not to release any 
one without an order from him. Judge 
Foute maintained that he and he only had 
the right to order her release and finally 
the jailer allowed her to go, but not with- 
out first having an order from Deputy 
Blount. 

Mr. Mack, the lawyer for Mrs. Valentine, 
has petitioned Judge Foute to require a 
bond of Brown to require him to stay in 
Atlanta to prosecute the case in the su- 
perior court. Mr. Mack's reason for doing 
this is, he said, because he is afraid Brown 
wil] leave. He says he is not afraid of the 
case when it gets to the superior court, 
and that he wants to keep Brown here to 
investigate his character. Dr. Hall, the 
witness in behalf of Mrs. Valentine, de- 
clares that he knows Brown by reputation 
and that he is an escaped convict. He de- 
clares that Brown escaped from jail in 
Boston. Hall is a traveling doctor. He 
claims that he has heard of Brown at sev- 
eral places. 

Judge Foute has not yet required the 
bond of Brown as asked for.
